to understand that a resumption of 
normal economic relations depends 
not only on her“accepting the allies’ 
peace terms, but on the date when 
she accepts them. 

“So far as Germafi exports are 
concerned, the allies ought to pre- 
pare a boycotting system of condi- 
tional duration. The Germans ought 
to“bt told that if they agree to peace 
within six months their products will 
be excluded froin the allies’ markets 
for five years only; if the war lasts 
another year our boycott should con- 
tinué ten years after the signature of 
peace, and so forth. It would thus 
be left to Germany herself to decide 
how long the boycott on her trade 
would last.”

Steel Helmets 


Number of Deaths Due to Wounds 
in the Head Has Decreased 


The plain steel helmet worn by all 
our Tommies is becoming quite iP 
iniliar even to people in England. 
will surprise most people who “ai 
seen these helmets to know that 
there are no fewer than sixty-four 
distinct operations necessary in 
turning out one of them. 

The first step is stamping out discs 
from large sheets of stcel. A special 
machine is used for this purpose, ex- 
erting a pressure of 150 tons, and 
capable of cutting out 5,000 steel 
discs a day. 

Each dise is placed under a shap- 
ing machine, which presses the disc 
into the form of a helmet with a 
broad rim, Polishing and cutting ma- 
chines remove all irregularities in 
the helmet, after which it has holes 
puuched in the crown, some for 
ventilation purposes, others for fas- 
tening on the regimental crest. Each 
helmet is cleaned and dipped in a 
special mixture, which makes it .a 
dull, inconspicuous bluish-grey. A 
lining and leather chin-straps are 
then fastened on, and the helmet is 
complete, 

Since the French army has been 
protected with the helmets the num- 
ber of deaths duc to wounds in the 
head has decreased to a remarkable 
extent,

Progress of the Dairy Industry in 
Alberta 


The growth of the dairy industry 
in Alberta is indicated by the follow- 
ing figures which were quotéd by 
the minister of agriculture at the 
thirteenth annual convention of Al- 
berta dairymen which was held © at 
Edmonton, Alberta, recently, In 1914 
there were 179,000 cows in the pro- 
vince, while in 1917 this number had 
increased to 325,000, While there 
has been an increase of forty-one. per 
cent, in the number of cattle in the 
province, the growth in the number 
of dairy cows in this period is eighty- 
two per cent. In the production of 
butter there was an increase of, one 
hundred per cent. in 1917 over the 
production of 1914, But it is in the 
production of cheese that Alberta 
dairymen have made most progress, 
the’ inerease being from 70,000 
pounds in 1914 to 745,000 in 1917,

Last ycar* 36,561 persons etitered 
Western Canada from the United 
States with the intention of making 
their homés here. They brought with 
them $5,473,153 in cash and effects to 
the valuevof $1,765,152, These figures 
represent a steady growth of the im- 
migration into Western Canada since 
1915. In that year 10,867 persons, 
bringing with them $2,290,994 in cash 
and $366,840 in effeets, crossed the 
border, In 1916 this number increas- 
ed to 17,922 persons, who brouglit 
with them $3,216,564 in cash. and ef- 
fects to the valuc of $928,957. 

The movement of settlers from 
the United States to Western Cana- 
da has. developed almost 
since the beginning of the present 
century. It reached its highest point, 
in 1913, and at the outbreak~of the 
war in 1914 it almost ceased: In 1913 
139,000 people came into Canada 
from the Wnited States, compared 
with 58,312 in 1907 and 2,413 ten 
years previously. Of all the settlers 
entering Western Canada. in . 1913, 
thirty-four per cent.’came from. the 
United States against ten — per 
cent. in 1897. 

This movement is valuable to botlr 
countrics. Western Canada has mil- 
lions “of acres of fertile*lands. that 
only need cultivation to make 
highly productive and the country 
more prosperous. Already Canada 
is the largest customer of the United 
States on the American continent, 
and it is casy to see tlrat the more 
prosperous .Canada becomes, the 
more the United States will benefit.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


‘THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub- Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may, pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Six months residence in cach 
of three years after earning homestead 
poset ; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 

*re-emnmption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. , 

A settler who has exhausted his home 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
montlis in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and.erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subjectto re- 
duction in ease of rough, stony or scrubby 
land. Live stock may be substituted for 
cultivation under certain conditione.

“Young Mr. Archibald, in his own 
way and in his own words, has 
grasped the fundamental’ difference 
between Anglo-Saxon and Prussian. 
The latter is the exponent of the 
might-is-right doctrine. He depends 
on force and frightiulness. He ‘yields
